You will note from the foregoing report that the ex- 
penditures on the farm and the inventory are much higher 
than usual, but we feel that both these were fully war- 
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ranted by the conditions. We bought a pair of horses, 
and now we feel that the town owns a team of which it 
may well feel proud. We bought four head of registered 
stock, at what we believe was an exceptional price con- 
sidering the quality of the stock. We have purchased new 
harnesses, a new mowing machine, and several new rigs, 
so that while our financial showing this year may not be 
what we would like, we do believe that the Town Farm 
for the first time in its history is equipped with stock, 
and tools and machinery to compare favorably with any 
well managed farm for its size in Gray, and we believe 
that the personal property on the farm is actually worth 
the increase in valuation over last year. 

The live stock on the farm now comprises one pair 
horses, three registered and fifteen grade cows, one reg- 
istered and one grade calf, one registered bull, two shoats 
and one hundred hens. 

The fact that the agent shows less earned this year for 
labor off the farm is accounted for by two reasons. In 
the first place your selectmen felt that while the immediate 
returns might not show as well, that the farm would be 
greatly improved if more work was put in on the farm 
and less outside, so much more work was attempted on the 
farm, but we were unfortunate like the rest of the Gray 
farmers this year and where we might reasonably have 
looked for $500 to $800 worth of potatoes we barely got 
our seed back, and we received less than one-half as much 
for sweet corn as we expected. Still all this work was not 
wasted for more land has been cultivated and more in- 
tensively cultivated so that the Farm is in materially bet- 
ter shape for future production than it ever was before. 
Then this winter the agent had arranged for work for the 
team for the greater part of the winter, and then the heavy 
snows made it seem inadvisable for the people for whom 
he was to work to carry out their earlier plans, so he has 
not earned what he expected this winter. 

We hired Perley Prince as Town Farm Agent for the 
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past year at the same salary as the year before, and we 
believe that he has worked as hard for the interests of the 
Town as though it has been his own personal property, 
and that we have never had an agent who made any 
greater effort or worked any harder to make the farm a 
paying investment for the town than he has. 

The buildings are in good repair, the equipment is ex- 
cellent, the house is kept clean and comfortable and we 
feel that the present conditions on the farm are first class. 

We have had two regular inmates on the farm for the 
past year and an unusually large number of transients.

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REPORT OF 
PRINCIPAL OF PENNELL INSTITUTE 


To the Trustees of Pennell Institute and the Citizens 
of Gray. | | 


In submitting my tenth annual report I take pleasure 
in stating that, in general the year has been one of pro- 
sress and earnest work on the part of teachers and students. 

Last June fourteen students were graduated, making 
the whole number of graduates up to that time 303. Of 
these 93 have been graduated under my administration, of 
whom 26 have continued their studies in higher institu- 
tions. The class to be graduated next June is small, con- 
taining about the average number of graduates. The 
remaining classes promise larger numbers of graduates 
in the coming years. 

We opened in September, 1922, with 69 students, the 
largest number since I have been connected with the 
school. Fourteen of these were from other towns. The 
present registration is 638. The attendance during the fall 
term was very good, but the winter term has been much 
broken on account of storms, bad roads and illness. 

Through the action of the Trustees there have been 
added to the school equipment a Winston Loose Leaf 
Encyclopaedia and a Webster’s New International Dic- 
tionary with holder; also a smaller dictionary for each 
student’s and teacher’s desk. There is much evidence 
that the students appreciate and make effective use of 
these helps. Besides these we have received through the 
thoughtfulness of Mr. Erlon S. Fogg, a former graduate 
of the Institute, a compass, a set of valuable maps and 
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charts and several books of reference on techinal sub- 
jects. It will be recalled that other graduates have, 
in past years, given to the school a bust of Longfellow, 
a library table, a hard wood floor for the hall and have 
contributed the most of the money for the electric lights. 

Pennell Institute is to be congratulated on having 
among its alumni so many who show their loyalty to 
‘their alma mater by such concrete acts of helpfulness. 

I should also state that Mr. Johnson has presented a 
cabinet for the new encyclopaedia and a case for the 
charts. 

In closing allow me to express my appreciation of the 
eontinued support of the Trustees and the citizens of 
Gray.

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RED CROSS REPORT 


Again last year Gray showed its appreciation of the 
value of the Red Cross Community Nurse by appropri- 
ating money to continue this work, and while there was 
an interim from March to June 1 in which time we were 
without a nurse we feel that the past year has again 
proven that Public Health Work with a Community and 
School Nurse is well worth while, and while there may 
be those in the community who have not come in direct 
contact with this work who do not appreciate its advan- 
tages, that if such a person will personally investigate 
the matter and find out just what this work is, and just 
what is accomplished, we feel that he or she could not fail 
to see that it would be a vital loss to the town to give up 
the work which has done so much for the people who really 
need help and for our scholars. 

At this time we feel that it is only right and proper 
to throw a few bouquets, for while we believe that the 
people of Gray are as up to date and appreciative as any 
people in New England they as well as others like to know 
that other people look upon the work accomplished here 
as being excellent if such is the ease, so I feel sure that 
you are all bound to feel a glow of pride to know that 
when the Washington Headquarters for the American 
Red Cross wrote to Boston to know what community 
they would pick as the one where this service had proven 
itself and which could be picked for a survey to show 
what the work should be and what it could do in other 
communities, the Boston Supervisor for his work for 
Maine picked the Gray, New Gloucester and North Yar- 
mouth district as the one that best illustrated this work 
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in her territory. Of course by far the greatest credit and 
commendation for this must go to Miss Best and Miss 
Sherwood, for they have done the real work, but there 
are others also who can feel that they have helped. The 
Portland Chapter of the Red Cross can justly feel proud 
that they started this work and financed it for some time. 
Mr. Charles Varney, whether he wishes to take the credit 
or not, cannot help knowing that it was he who by his 
cooperation with the Portland Chapter made this work 
possible for Gray. The Gray Branch takes pride in the 
thought that we have tried to back the nurse and make 
her feel that she had a real support and friendly backing 
while the people of Gray can say that they have given it 
all the financial support they were asked to give. 


The report of the nurse shows the following figures 
for the district. 


Visits to schools, 91 
Bedside Nursing visits, 262 
Total number of visits, 836 
No. of children taken to clinics, 27 


Report of School Nurse for Gray shows the following. 


No. scholars inspected, 136 
With defective teeth, 82 
With defective tonsils, . 40 
Over 7 lbs. under weight, 20 
Without defects, 40 


In explaining the above would say that the defects 
have been figured so that one child with defective teeth 
also with defective tonsils shows as one in each class. 

Each child has received a physical examination. The 
School Nurse and teachers have examined them for de- 
fects in eye sight, hearing, skin troubles, teeth, throat, 
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weight, the heart and lungs by the School Physician and 
Nurse. Reports of the results of these examinations have 
been sent to the teachers and parents with recommenda- 
tions, and the teachers report that where these recom- 
mendations have been followed very material gains have 
been made in the progress of the children in the schools. 

The nurse has arranged for several lectures in the 
town on health subjects, some of which have been illus- 
trated with slides or moving pictures. Every child in 
the schools has been provided with a tooth brush, loans 
have been made in various cases to take care of physical 
defects and to help in whatever way we could. We feel 
that the work accomplished has been worth while, and 
when we say that we feel that Miss Sherwood has proved 
herself a worthy successor to Miss Best we feel that we 
offer her praise enough for anyone, and that we have been 
extremely fortunate in the nurses that we have had. 

We feel that the lectures of the nurse in the schools 
on physical culture and hygiene have been very benefi- 
cial, and that they have resulted in better work on the 
part of the scholars. 

We have made some additions to our loan closet from 
time to time, so that now we feel that we have a right to be 
proud of our loan closet for a country town, and we feel 
sure that the nurse would be glad to have any of our 
citizens come in and look the loan closet over and see 
what she has to offer in case of sickness. 

The State Supervisor of Red Cross Nurses visits the 
nurse each month, so that she has a chance to take up her 
individual problems with her personally each month and 
to keep in closer touch with what other communities are 
doing,.and to talk over how best to adapt some of their 
ways that seem good to her own local conditions. 

Owing to the fact that we were without a nurse for 
a portion of last year we have a balance left over, and 
if were certain that the same arrangements could be made 
as last year we could get along on a little smaller amount, 
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but to be safe we feel that it would be advisable to raise 
the same amount as last year, $250 for Community Nurse, 
$250 for School Nurse and Instructor in Hygiene and $50 
for School Physician. We would also ask for $50 to help 
pay the expenses of the Office of the Nurse.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Gray: 


I beg to submit the following report: 

In view of the limited time that it has been my good 
fortune to be connected with your school, I shall make this 
report somewhat brief. 

He would indeed be a poor observer who did not at 
once recognize very many things for favorable comment. 
He would also be slow of feeling who could not sense the 
strong interest and unselfish energy of the people who are 
in every way working for the advancement of the schools. 
To all such people great credit is due for whatever ad- 
vancement may be made. 

I must stop here to express my indebtedness to Mr. 
Charles E. Varney, both for the fine condition in which he 
left the schools and the careful and painstaking way in 
which he explained the working details pertaining to the 
schools and to the work of his office. His thoro familiar- 
ity with all these details, his wide and cordial acquaint- 
ance with so many people, and their reluctance to have 
him go, gave me a feeling of trepidation in trying to con- 
tinue the work he was leaving. His assurance that the 
same friendly companionship and the great heart of the 
Community would be big enough for another has proved 
to be unquestionably true. 

Gray is very fortunate in having teachers like those in 
the Primary, Intermediate and Laboratory Schools living 
in the Town. From many divergent sources, I have been 
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pleased to hear favorable appreciation of their work. One 
letter came from Boston saying that the work in our 
Primary Department was recognized as among the best, 
and asking if visitors were welcome. Judge for yourself 
what this signifies. If visitors come, and I can get their 
consent, they will not be allowed to stop till they have 
spent time in the other schools as well. 

Those pupils attending the other schools are every bit 
as capable, and the teachers are doing their very best to 
make their time count. However, we note the almost in- 
variable effect of too many classes with too few in a class 
to call forth the best competitive efforts of all. 

Gray is well served by two lines of excellent roads run- 
ning thru it in opposite directions. It is also fortunate in 
its excellent railway service. These, together, would make 
a most remarkable contribution to the cause of advance- 
ment to all in the way of consolidated schools. It does not 
promote the best interests of all, however, to force an issue 
on which there is too great disagreement among the patrons 
of the schools. Weigh the matter carefully. Note the ad- 
vantages and the opportunities compared “with the cost. 

The work of Miss Pearson cannot escape our attention. 
Just hear the children sing How they like it. How much 
fuller the life which enjoys and appreciates good music. 
Even more does it mean to be able to enjoy the singing 
with others. 

The work of the School Nurse and the School Physician 
is proving of great value. Little defects corrected at the 
start and diseases checked in time are items that spell 
efficiency for men and women of a few years hence. The 
kindly, effective, and unassuming services of the Red 
Cross, thru Miss Sherwood’s tactful presence, has in many 
eases helped the pupils in the school. While an extended 
account of her work appears elsewhere, I cannot fail to 
recognize its value here. 

You will note that we are asking for a slight increase 
over last year for the Common Schools. This will be used, 


64 


so far as possible, to lengthen the school year to thirty-six 
weeks, thus making it possible to complete the Common 
School Course in eight instead of nine years as formerly. 

We must, as shown by the Superintendent in last year’s 
report, continue the work of remodeling the out-buildings. 
We now have two years left to do the work. The expendi- 
ture of the past year on the Primary and Intermediate 
Building has proven, I feel sure, worth while. It should 
eare for that building for many years to come. At least 
two other schools should be provided for during the com- 
ing summer. For this purpose, we are asking $600. 

There are many minor repairs necessary on different 
buildings, including repairing of roofs, setting glass, clean- 
ing, and redecorating. For such repairs we are asking 
$250. 

The amount needed for books and supplies will probably 
remain about the same as in former years. This amount 
has been $425. 

The same amount, $400. will be necessary to continue 
the musical instruction. 

In closing, I wish to thank the Superintending School 
Committee for their cordial co-operation and support. Let 
me ask that every one, during the coming year, show con- 
tinued and increasing interest and support for our Public 
Schools. |

We are able to give a favorable report of conditions 
at our Town Farm. We have a good herd of 17 milking 
cows, 6 heifers, 1 bull and 2 horses. Some very promising 
yearlings have been raised the past year and the whole 
herd is in a thriving condition. Some of the old standbys 
of cows will probally be dropped out before long. 

The team of horses have proved to be good ones, show 
good care and we have a good equipment in way of carts 
and farm machines to use with them. 

We had a good crop of corn, beans and potatoes, a 
fine silo of ensilage with no frost. Plenty of hay, a sup- 
ply of grain at wholesale prices. 

The cellar is well stocked with potatoes, pork, canned 
fruits, ete. In fact, we find both house and barn suppled 
and arranged as a forehanded farm and farmer’s should 
be. 

Yet for all this, we feel to say that while the Inven- 
tory and balance show to be favorable to the Town and 
its agent, we must call the attention of the Tax Payers of 
the Town to the amount of labor, capital and successful 
manipulation of the same in order to make the amounts 
of a $10,000 property to even balance at the end of the 
year. 
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It is somewhat of a question whether all this labor and 
outlay pays the Town with the present number of Inmates. 

We show a balanee of over $200 in favor of the Town. 
We have paid $235 of 1922 account and paid the agent 
$600., which makes the net income about $1,000. We 
think this will compare favorably with other farms of 
the Town. | 

Mr. Prince and his wife are good farmers and care- 
takers. The Town is fortunate to have them. There 
have been about 25 travelers l(dged and fed during the 
past year.

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REPORT OF 
PRINCIPAL OF PENELL INSTITUTE 


To the Trustees of Pennell Institute and Citizens of 
the Town of Gray: 

I herewith submit the annual report of Pennell Insti- 
tute for the school year, 1923-24. 

It has been my purpose, while familiarizing myself 
with the administrative duties of Pennell Institute, to 
maintain the aims and ideals established by my prede- 
cessor during his long term of administration. The spirit 
of co-operation shown by both student body and teachers 
has been very much in evidence and has been of inestima- 
ble value in creating a commendable morale in the school. 
Teachers have been urged to weave into the routine in- 
struction of their subjects the more important lessons of 
acquiring habits of work, thrift, and obedience to law; the 
lack of which habits is so in evidence in our present day 
social fabric. 

I intend in this report to state briefly what progress 
has been made during the year and also what opportunities 
still exist for further develpoment. 


STATISTICS ¥ 


The total registration of the school for the year has 
been 58. The number of boys, 26. The number of girls, 
32. There are 9 tuition students coming from the towns 
of Cumberland, Falmouth, Poland and Raymond. 

The records show that 8 students were granted diplo- 
mas last June. The present senior class numbers 12. 
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PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


The physical education program has been a difficult 
task to handle because of the fact that we have no gymna- 
sium or place which ean be utilized as such. One ten 
minute period of Setting Up exercises has been made a 
part of the regular schedule of the school day, with par- 
ticular attention given to correct posture and deep breath- 
ing. Short chapel talks are given to the pupils from time 
to time on the simpler phases of health and hygiene. 

During the mild weather of the Fall months, out of 
door Basket Ball was played by both girls and boys. The 
boys also participated in the Cumberland County Y. M. 
C. A. contest, a series of track events, which lasted several 
weeks. 

The lack of a suitable hall for Basket Ball has prevented 
our students from taking part in Basket Ball games with 
other institutions during the Winter months. Sports and 
contests of this nature have been endorsed and advocated 
by the leading schools and educators of this country. To 
get along without this advantage which has become one 
of the essential factors in education today, may seriously 
reflect upon the standing of the institution. 


MUSIC 


Due to the demand on the part of parents and pupils 
for some plan whereby the students might be enabled to 
study the rudiments of music, arrangements were made 
by the Gray School Committee and the Trustees of the In- 
stitute, to have Miss Floy Pearson, music instructor, teach 
one hour a week in the Institute. 

The popularity of the course can best be expressed by 
stating that thirty-one pupils, or over fifty per cent of the 
student body, have availed themselves of the opportunity 
to study music. 
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EXTRA CURRICULUM ACTIVITIES 


The Junior Class under the instruction of Miss Susan 
M. Wentworth, prepared and, on November 23, 1923, pre- 
sented the two act comedy—Aunt Billie From Texas. 

The Senior Class under the instruction of Miss Dorothy 
Miller, is preparing the three act drama, Secret Service, 
relative to its presentation the last of March. 

The members of the Junior Class are collecting and 
assembling the material for the annual school paper, The 
Wihurlpool, which is published each year by the Junior 
Class. | } 

As this report goes to press, preparations are being 
made for a debate on the question of Philippine Indepen- 
dence, which will be contested at a meeting of the parents 
and teachers of the Institute students. It is sincerely 
hoped that this meeting may be instrumental in the form- 
ing of a Parent-Teachers Association for the mutual bene- 
fit of all concerned. 


SCHOOL LIBRARY 


The school brary, which contains approximately one 
thousand volumes, has recently been the recipient of five 
valuable volumes on chemistry; the gift of the American 
Chemical Society. | 

Mr. Erlon 8. Fogg, an alumnus of Pennell Institute, 
_has sent us several very useful charts and maps for refer- 
ence material. 

I wish to take this opportunity to express my thanks 
to Mr. Melville C. Smart, former principal of Pennell 
Institute, for his gift of Latin text books and especially 
for estimable information given me at the beginning of the 
year relative to the condition and work of the school. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The double seats now in use in the main room are in 
very bad eondition, having been patched and mended in 
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some instances a number of times. In addition the seats 
are not large enough for pupils of the age that they are 
required to accommodate, thereby having a tendency to 
force the student to sit in a cramped and unnatural posi- 
tion, and possibly causing the beginning of serious physi- 
eal deformity or ill health. Furthermore students are un- 
able to do their best work when crowded together, two in 
one seat. 

$700. will provide new adjustable single seats. 

The Institute and Laboratory are wholly without fire 
fighting apparatus. An expenditure of a few dollars for 
two chemical extinguishers might save the town the cost 
of one, or both, of the buildings at some time. 

In concluding this report, I wish to thank you, the 
members of the Board of Trustees, for kindly advise, cour- 
tesies shown, and the spirit of co-operation exhibited on 
many occasions during the year.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Gray: 


Permit me to submit this, my second annual school re- 
port. 


GENERAL FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


You will note there is an overdraft in the Common 
School Account, also a slight overdraft in the Repairs 
Account. 

In this connection, please note the following: There 
was an overdraft one year ago of $162.72. This amount 
deducted from the total expenditures shows our standing 
for the past year. You will. also note our State School 
Fund was approximately $200. less than one year ago. 
Had this amount remained the same, we would have closed 
our books with no deficit. 


REPAIRS 


The sum of $200. was raised at the last Annual Meet- 
ing for general repairs and $400. for repairs which it was 
hoped might take care of improvements on the school 
building at South Gray. Upon more careful study of the 
conditions and consultation with those more informed on 
costs, we found that an expenditure within the appropria- 
tion for that purpose would be entirely inadequate.

NEEDS AT SOUTH GRAY 


The building at South Gray is situated so near the 
cement road that it seems quite essential it be moved back 
a suitable distance to insure safety for the children against 
' accidents from the heavy traffic. Were this done, it would 
involve grading for a yard, owing to the rough ground 
sloping down from the building. It would also mean new 
plaster as the ceiling in many places is about ready to fall. 
The floor is cold and drafty. Alterations on the out- 
buildings are necessary to comply with standard require- 
ments. 

In view of the amount involved to make these repairs, 
it was thought best to put the matter before the Town for 
its consideration and further instruction. The repair 
money, consequently, was used on work practically within 
the appropriation. 


Repairs were made this year as follows: Primary and 
Intermediate Building shingled. Out-buildings at Dry 
Mills remodeled. 


Repairs needed in the near future are: 

South Gray: New location and remodel building. 

Dry Mills: Shingle one side of building, paint and 
whiten inside, paint outside, more sheathing on out-build- 
ings. 

North Gray: Paint and whiten inside, fence school- 
yard. ; 

Primary: Shellac wood work and whiten walls, repair 
steps and ceiling. 

East Gray: Patch roof. 


I have treated the matter of repairs in some detail. I 
would not neglect to report some of the conditions per- 
taining to the educational life of the schools. 

In the first place, I am glad to report we have kept 
most of our efficient and conscientious corps of teachers. 
It speaks well for our schools that five out of the six 
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teachers have remained. We cannot but appreciate our 
good fortune in having them for several successive years. 
Their work and reputations are so well established with 
you that no further comment is needed. 

It also speaks well for our teachers that two of them 
attended Gorham Summer School purely because of their 
interest in their schools and love for their work. I am 
sorry we could offer them no extra pecuniary reward for 
so doing. 

Miss Stinchfield comes to us as the only new member 
of our staff. She has made good and is bound to be one 
of the growing teachers of the future. She also attended 
Summer School before coming here. 

Mrs. Cobb comes from West Gray to take the South 
Gray School. We appreciate her energy, and can well 
understand how her work was prized by her former school: 
community. 


TRANSPORTATION 


The Schools at East and West. Gray have been closed 
since summer. The pupils from these schools are con- 
veyed at present to the village. Parents of a great major- 
ity of the children expressed a desire at the beginning of 
the school year that this arrangement might be made. 

We do not feel the conveyances are all that they should 
be. It would be a great benefit if covered conveyances 
could be furnished. The extra cost would be compara- 
tively small. Would it not be better to establish a trans- 
portation system of adequate character with a view to its 
being fairly permanent, rather than continue to supply 
a makeshift arrangement awaiting the time when a sma'l 
school could again be maintained? In the meantime we 
penalize the children both with the conveyance and the 
school for which they are waiting. 
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JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


There remains one educational project, the advantages 

and cost of which I would like you to consider, namely the 
Junior High School. 
- Should the Trustees of Pennell Institute and the Mem- 
bers of the School Board approve the plan, and were pub- 
lic sentiment behind their approval, something like the 
following might be accomplished : 

The four years of High School combined with the 7th 
and 8th Grades now in the Laboratory Building would 
form a six-year school. This might be divided into three 
years Junior High and three years Senior High. Pro- 
vided arrangements were made to seat them all (now 
approximately 110) in the Institute Building, it would 
leave the Laboratory Building for special courses such as 
Manual Training, Domestic Art and Sciences. 

If properly arranged, State Aid for the two courses, 
aggregating $1000 could be secured. This would pay the 
salary of one extra teacher. Should the Manual Training 
and Domestic Science teachers devote half time to their 
special subjects, the other half could be spent on the reg- 
ular academic work. 

This arrangement could be made, employing five teach- 
ers for the six grades, instead of four as is now done. 
The cost of the five teachers to the Town and Institute 
would not necessarily exceed the present cost of four. 
With about $500 more, it would be possible to pay a sub- 
stantial increase in salaries, resulting in correspondingly 
greater permanence and improved work of teachers. 

The cost of equipment for Manual Training is esti- 
mated to be approximately $35. per pupil for bench and 
hand tools. Ten benches would make a good class and 
would, in all probability, care for those necessarily using 
a bench at one time. 

An appropriation some years ago of $300. for Manual 
Training is still on the books as one of the Town Liabil- 
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ities. This would practically take care of necessary equip- 
ment. 

The estimated cost for equipment of a Domestic 
Science Department is $600 to $800. This amount is 
practically the only outlay necessary beyond the $300, 
already available, for the equipment of the two courses. 
The above would further save expense on toilet repairs at 
the Institute and Laboratory Buildings within the next 
three years. 

Can it be arranged? Would the people support School 
Officials of the Institute and the Town in making this 
step? I leave it for your consideration. 


Your School Committee has made a careful survey of 
the necessary school expenses for the coming year, and 
submit the following estimates: 


Common Schools, $500. 00 
(With this we hope to clear up the deficit. 
It does not allow any extra expenditure 
for school conveyance. ) 


Musie, 400 00 
Books and Supplies, 7 400 00 
Repairs, 600 00 


(Does not include South Gray.) 
South Gray appropriation to be considered separately. 


In closing, let me thank the School Committee, the 
teachers and our Town’s people for their most cordial 
co-operation and support during the past year.
